“A common accident scenario 
finds a passenger vehicle turning left In 
front of a motorcycle, resulting In a broad¬ 
side crash. Passenger vehicle drivers have 
a responsibility to bo alert for the hard- 
tosee motorcyclist.” 

The August emphasis begins what 1 
will become an on-goIng, hard-hitting mo- 
torcyciist safety training and awareness p 
program to be administered by the Calif¬ 
ornia Highway Patrol. Funding will be gen¬ 
erated by a $2 addition to the motor¬ 
cycle registration fee paid annually by 
motorcycle owners. 

The $2 Increase became effective j 
Jan. 1, 1986, as the result of legislation 
adopted in 1985. The CHP Is developing 
guidelines for the program which will bo 
conducted under a contract to bo award¬ 
ed by the Highway Patrol. 

Smith said the “objective is to put 
better trained, more alert motorcylo riders 
on our highways — but we won’t bo 
addressing motorcyclists alone. Other dri¬ 
vers must accept the responsibility to bo 
aware-of motorcyclists — thus, the selec¬ 
tion of the August campaign theme, 
‘Room for All,’ emphasizing the Impor¬ 
tance of the shared-highway concept.” 

Prepare your children 
for returning to school 

As schools across the nation open for 
the new year, the Insurance Information 
Institute urges parents to make back- 
to-school safety a top priority. 

The I.I.I. urges parents to take a few 
minutes to teach tneir children the safe¬ 
ty rules of the road — whether they are 
walking, riding bikes or being driven to 
school. 

Teach your children that they should 
always walk facing the traffic. It there are 
no sidewalks, says the I.I.I. If they must 
walk before sunrise or after sunset, be 
sure they wear clothing with reflective 
tape. 

Caution your children never to run be¬ 
tween parked cars. And be sure they cross 
the street at intersections, not In the mid¬ 
dle of the block. 

If they ride the school bus, teach 
them to watch for oncoming traffic when 
they get off or on the bus, and to always 
cross in front of the bus. 

Remind them that dangling arms or 
legs out of the bus window is dangerous. 
Playing around can distract the driver and 
cause an accident. 

Children who ride bikes should ride 
with the traffic and in single file. They 
should be alert for potholes, manhole 
covers and loose gravel. 

Bicycles should be checked before 
school starts to make sure the tires, 
brakes, gears and chains are in good re¬ 
pair. 

The I.I.I. reminds parents who drive 
their children to and from school to make 
sure that the children wear their seat belts 
T at all times. 

‘ Be alert for children who may dash 
into the street. Use extra caution at school 
crosswalks and mind the guard on duty. 
Have your car or van checked for faulty 
brakes, lights, windshield wipers and 
horns. Be especially careful in inclement 
weather and at sunrise or dusk. 

Parents who plan to drive In car 
pools should call their insurance agent or 
company representative to make sure they 
have adequate liability coverage. The ad¬ 
ditional passengers bring the increased 
risk of a costly lawsuit, if an accident 

should occur.

Center changed to SNF

That which we call a rose, by any other 
name, would smell as sweet.” Oftentimes, though, 
a name change is necessary to keep up with chang¬ 
ing times. 

The Board of Directors of Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Health Care Center has determined such a 
change is necessary to bring the name of the fa¬ 
cility more in line with the care now given. At the 
May meeting it was voted to change the name to 
Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility. 

Many long-time residents of Sierra Madre will 
recall how Dr. George W. Groth Jr. started the 
Sierra Madre Hospital in 1956 with a construction 
budget of $175,(XX). The 26-bcd facility would re¬ 
place an existing nine-bed hospital located on No. 
Baldwin Ave. and would be located adjacent to 
the Medical Clinic on Sierra Madre Blvd. which Dr. 
Groth had completed in 195.1. 

On March 2, 1957, an open house was held 
to celebrate the beginning of a community hos¬ 
pital which boasted of two major surgery suites, 
a separate labor and delivery, complete laboratory 
and x-ray and each of the rooms had piped-in

The meetings are traditionally the first Tuesday 
of the month at 7:30 p.m. in the city council 
chambers. The next meeting is Tuesday, Sept.2.

certainly, on investment tax credit, the level of cor¬ 
porate tax structure, and the recent Congressional 
history of a tax change every year, are keeping 
fiscal managers in a "wait and see frame of mind," 
she says. 

Rudolph will be working for a program of a 
moratorium on tax law changes for a three- to 
five-year period for the investment lax credit, and 
an increase in the number of corporate tax breaks. 

As small businesses are the basis for the United 
Stales’ economic growth, Rudolph says she feels a 
sound fiscal program must be adopted on a long- 
range basis to allow them to survive and prosper. 

“The country cannot allow them (small busi¬ 
nesses) to be gobbled up by giants or allow them 
to stagnate by status quo mentality," she con¬ 
cludes.

oxygen, telephone, intercom with soft music and re¬ 
mote control TV. 

The first executive committee consisted of Dr. 
Herbert Herscher, chief of staff; Dr. Norman 
Johnson, vice president; Dr. Clyde Brower, sec¬ 
retary/treasurer; Dr. Nathan Jacobs, Dr. John Platt, 
Dr. Gareth Ortman, Dr. John Sleeter and Dr. 
John Stoll as members. Dr. Grolh Jr., owner of 
the hospital, served as president of the board, and 
his father. Dr. Grolh Sr., was honored as the first 
staff physician. 

In November of 1960, the Sierra Madre Medical 
Foundation, a nonprofit community-owned cor¬ 
poration was established to operate the facility for 
the community. The name was changed in December 
of that year to Sierra Madre Community Hospital 
to reflect the service and dedication to community 
needs. 

After 15 years, in 1972, to meet the continuing 
needs of the community, the hospital was expanded 
to include 25 extended care beds, three intensive 
care beds and seven more acute care beds. In 1979, 
an alternative birth center was added to encourage 
return to natural childbirth in a home-like setting. 

As a sign of the times and with changes in 
the medical needs of the community. Sierra Madre 
Community Hospital found itself in need of finan¬ 
cial help. In 1982 the hospital merged with Foot- 
jhill Presbyterian Hospital of Glendora which would 
htlp reduce costs by sharing services and staff. 

In 1983, the hospital affiliated with Methodist 
Hospital of Southern California in Arcadia. The 
decision was made to focus exclusively on long¬ 
term care and the hospital increased to a total of 
56 beds. In 1984, the name was changed again to 
Sierra Madre Community Health Care Center. 

Beth Freedman, administrator, states, “We are 
seeing more elderly people who require short¬ 
term, rehabilitative care in addition to those in 
need of long-term skilled care. Our new name is 
meant to more accurately describe the service we 
provide to our patients. Our primary goal remains 
the same — to deliver top-quality skilled nursing 
care to the people we serve.”

power to Southern California Edison as a way of 
developing revenue for the district and additional 
power.” 

Westkamper says he has been given “a clean 
bill of health” from his doctor. “Apparently there 
is no indication of substantial damage since my 
stroke,” he reports. 

Westkamper told The News, “I take a personal 
interest in the maintenance and operation of the 
(water) facilities. They have a pipeline that goes to 
San Dimas. In my opinion, the operation and main¬ 
tenance is going well.” 

He continues, “If I am elected. I’ll continue 
to attempt to see that the district is operated pro¬ 
perly with the minimum of expense.” 

Westkamper was director of public works and 
city engineer of the city of Sierra Madre from 1970 
to 1980. He was senior engineer of Tudor Engineer¬ 
ing Co. in San Francisco from 1973 to ’70, 
and was city engineer and general manager of the 
Department of Public Utilities of the city of Tulare 
from 1950 until moving to San Francisco.
